The organiz<tion nationally has vigorously fought such infil- 
tration, however, and with the excevotion of a few local chavters, 
the NAACP has remained free of Communist domination or control. 


The organizetion at its hlst national convention held 
in Boston, June 20- 25s 1950, with the support of an overwhelming 
vote of its dele.ateS went on record as ovposing Communism and 
em owered its Boarc of Directors to revoke the charter of any 
chavter found to be Communist controlled. 


The Bureau is conducting no investigation of the NAACP 
although existing instructions require each division to report 
all information received of attempts by the Communists to in- 
filtrate the group. In compliance with such instructions, the 
Bureau receives from various divisions information of such 
attempts. The inform.tion received, however, is from confidential 
informents and reliable sources and the Bureau has no information 
of a public source nature or otherwise which could be furnished to 
Mr. White without possibly revealing the identity of informants 
or confidential sources. 


As in the past the Security Division will continue to 
consider all information received concerning attempts by the 
Communists to infiltrate the NAACP to determine if such might 
be furnished to Mr. White.

A week ago last Thursday an agent of the Federg 
of Investigation appeared on the campus to talk with gue 
regarding job possibilities as F.B.I. agents. Several t 
dred attended his talks which were given several times dur- 
ing the afternoon in the Physics Building. 


During the course of his remarks (specifically, his first 
lecture) he made several statements which were definately pre-e 
faudicial to minority groups. 


In describing the nature of his work he said, in part, 
"A special agent's work is always interesting. You meet all 
classes of people. One hour I might be talking to a Federal 
Judge; the next hour I'm over here talking to students at 
the University of Minnesota; an hour from now I might be 
down on Washington avenue talking to negroes--or even Mex- 
icans. So you can see you meet all classes of people on this 
job." (Several members of the N.&.A.C.P. who were present 
agree that the above is a reasnnable accurate quotation.) 


Remarks like this, with such strong implications of dis- 
aragement toward minority groups, leave a bad taste in the 
mouth, and althou the statements were undoubtedly made 
"in all innocence” this is a kind of innocence which we 
protest vigorously, especially coming from an agent of the 
United States government.

Thie eecond trial orcacioned the longest criminal prucedure 
in the hictors of New Jerery. covering 15 week- and 3 day>. 
Nearly 10.100) pages of testimony were recorded. Its result war 
the acquittal of four of the Trenton Sia who had been previ- 
ously convicted, and the conviction and -entence to life im- 
pri-onment of Ralph Cooper and Collis Englich. It is from this 
verdict that the organizations interested in the present defense 
are appealing. Thix appeal holds that the verdict is against the 
weight of evidence, that it was entered into as a result of horse- 
trading on the part of the jury with the lives of two men. 

Neither Ralph Cooper nor Collis English have been accused 
of striking the fatal blow. The man who was accused was 
acquitted. Both Ralph Cooper and Collis English were con- 
fronted by Miss Maguire, 10 days after the tragedy. She stated 
that she had never seen them before. Weeks later, at the urging 
of police, she changed her story and stated English and Cooper 
had been present, as well as two others of the four men now 
acquitted. This is the basis of the prosecution's case, which is 
founded on an actual political necessity to find victims. 


THE PRESENT APPEAL 


The present appeal is taken to the New Jersey Supreme 
Court against the conviction of Ralph Cooper and Collis 
English, and their sentence to life imprisonment. A distin- 
guished array of attorneys, including Arthur Garfield Hays, 
General Counsel of the American Civil Liberties Union; 
Mercer Burrell, representing the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People; and Judge George Pellet- 
tieri, counsel to the Princeton Committee for Defense of the 
Trenton Six, will serve without fee to carry the case to the U.S. 


Supreme Court, if necessary. 


JUSTICE COSTS MONEY

pear Friend: 


I know you have read of the killing of a Negro handcuffed prisoner and the serious 
wounding of another by the Sheriff of Lake County, Floride, on November 6. The two 
men, Sema] ghepheré (who was killed) and Walter Le@irvin, were being brought by 
automobile from the stete prison at Raiford to Tevares, Fle., for a new trial which 
had been ordered by the United States Supreme Couwt. Each was shot three tims. 


They were convicted and sentenced to death in 1949 on ea charge of raping e white 
women. The Supreme court said of that first triel: "These convictions do not meet 
any civilized conception of due process of law." 


Meany persons here in Florida and elsewhere are sick et heart over this killing by an 
officer. They ere sick, also, at the action of a coroner's jury which promptly 
absolved Sheriff Willis McCall, holding that the killing was justified. 


Many Americans who love justice want to do something about this case. They <re by no 
means sure that the killing was justified. They want more investigation. They feel 
that persons other than the close associates of Sheriff licCall should do the 
investigating and evaluate the information disclosed. They are disturbed by the 
testimony of the surviving prisoner that the two were shot deliberately, which casts 
doubt on the sheriff's assertion that he shot in self-defense. 


The thousands who want to help cannot do much as individuals, but they can aid by 
contributing to the Netional Association for the Advancement of Colored People which 
defended these two men in the first trial and was ready to defend in the second, had 
it been held. It must eventually defend yalter Irvin, the survivor. : 


Funds are needed for legal defense and for all other items in a case of this kind. 
Funds are needed to maintain an organization like the NaACP in a state of readiness 
for just such tragic emergencies as the killing of Samuel shepherd. 


The Florida committee for the Groveland Defense, which was set up in February by the 
NAACP, hopes you will respond to this appeal as generously as you can. The killing 
of a prisoner by an officer is bad enough in itself, but the blow that has been struck 
acuinst the American Constitution, the United States Supreme Court, and the american 
ideal of equal justice under law for all citizens, is ae challenge that no loyal

Mr. Hoover: 


When recently being interviewed 
by this office in connection with an ex- 
tortion letter received by him, Walter 
waite, Executive Secretary of the HAACP, 
was very complimentary to the Bureau and 
told the following story: 


He said that he had recently re- 
ceived a telephone call from an exesative 
of Hadassah, a Jewish women's organization 
in Philadelphia, who stated that they under- 
stood that Walter White had issued a state- 
ment critical of the FBI's activities in 
connection with the Negro bombings in Florida 
and that White had st:ited that the FBI was 
not diligent and not doing a conscientious 
job in the Florida bombings. 


White said he told this Hadassah 
executive he had, not made any such statement 
end thet as a matter of fact, the FBI was 
doing an outstanding job in Florida. He 
further told this executive he had been down 
in Florida and had observed the FBI's efforts 
and that they had been working night and day 
in a most conscientious manner.

White also seid he had received a telephone call 
from Walter Winchell concerning the Josephine Baker incident 
and that Winchell talked to him over the telephone two fours 
and five minutes in a marathon tirade. According to White, 
Winchell stated thet for twenty-five years he had been a 
close friend of hts and of tue NAACP and e vigorous sup~orter 
of their policies but that now because of his supnrort of the 
Stork Club's action in the Josephine Baker incident that he 
was being crucified by the NAACP and by newspapers like the 
New York Post. Winchell said that as a consequence if he 
(Winchell) were to go into Harlem now his blood would flow 
in the streets, 


White stated that he told Winchell that it was 
Winchell's privilege to admit thet he had made a mistake in 
the Stork Club incident. White stated that at the end of 
conversing, Winchell said “You probably heve recorded this 
‘conversation and will crucify me further." White replied 
that there were no recording devices in the NAACP headquarters 
and that he had never recorded any telephone conversation, 
but he said to Winchell, "I don't doubt though that you are 
recording the conversation for your own benefit.” Winchell 
hesitated for a moment but did not deny White's statement.
